The proposed amendment has 
gone to Assemblyman Stanford 
Shaw and State Senator James 
Cunningham from the office of 
Judge Fred H. Jacobs. The local 
justiee of the peace said the 
amendment had been worded 
through suggestions made by in- 
terested citizens.

What will it cost us to join the Metropolitan Water District? 

The answer is big figures. 

What will it cost us NOT to join the district? 

The answer is bigger figures. 

Taxes for maintaining government agencies and services 
lecally as well as on the state and federal level are far too 
high right now. It seems there is not much anyone can do 
about it. People want services and, of course, they have to 
pay for them.
